IMMORIOL J. S. PASSES AWAY 


Eccentlc Man Widely Known In Newark and Elsewhere 


Over Ohio Dies in Toledo Asylum-He Never 


Paid Fare or Hotel Bills. 


J. N. Free, the "Immortal J. N," 


Forty-nine, traveler, and self-styled 
philosopher, died In the Toledo State 
Hospital Wednesday. Known far and 
wide for his eccentricities, his passing 
away in an insane asylum seems to 
have been in keeping with the fitful 
life he led. 


Free was removed to the asylum 


several months ago. He bad spent a 
short time (with a relative 
in Perry 


county but' he finally became a bur- 
den, and request was made that he 
be taken to the infirmay. About four 
months ago J. N. paid his last visit to 
Newark, and as usual called at the 
Advocate office to "lift the veil" as 
he had done many times in years 
gone by.

His par- 
ents were well to do and highly intel- 
ligent, his father being a minister, 


If*——ffR-raing a great influence in the 


early history of this part of Ohio. 


The family home is at McCutcheoii- 


viile, a modest farm house, unpreten- 
tious but comfortable. 
It is now 


occupied by Free's sister. 
The li- 


brary in the little house is the most 
interesting room in it. Here, many 
years ago, the senior Free was read- 
ing his Bible when sndddenly taken 
ill. 
He arose from his chair, 
laid 


his book open on the table, and plac- 
ing his spectacles on the book, he 
•went to his room, and died in a short 
time. The room has not been chang- 
ed, and for many years the Bible and 
spectacles have remained untouched. 


When gold was discovered in Cal- 


ifornia, in 1848, 
the "Immortal J- 


N." was among 
tliose who were 


stricken by the gold fever, and he 
•nrent to California where he was very 
successful. 
In 1852, when 
a great 


fire at Marysville destroyed that city 
the possessions of J. N. were destroy- 
ed. He returned to Ohio and was 
seized with the fancy that he was the 
"Demosthenes of America." He was 
a successful debater and stumper. He 
had a striking personality; he was 
clean shaven and allowed his hair to 
grow to great length. For years he 
•would announce in the papers that 
"J. N.. the Demosthenes of America' 
would deliver a lecture in a certain 
town at a certain date, but he would 
never appear. 


During the Civil war it is 


Free affected-to believe that Presi- 
dent Lincoln and 
Jefferson 
Davis 


were both right on the war, "viewed 
from their standpoint." He announc- 
ed that he would become a "martyr 
of truth," believing that if he were 


but to finally end It, he must be con- 
fined in a dungeon. 


In order to please Free the sheriff 


of Seneca county placed him in a CPU 
in the jail, and from that cell J. N. 
bombarded the 
newspapers of the 


state upon his pet theories. 
Finally 


the sheriff decided 
to release him, 


but J. N. would 
not accept a dia- 


charge unless the 
sheriff 
and the 


Tiffin papers acknowledged the cor- 
rectness of this theory. 


This they finally did in order to get 


him out of the jail. He then made 
his way to Washington, and had an 
interview with Lincoln, it is said. 
From Washington he went to Rich- 
mond, passing through 
the pickets 


and dodging the line of guards, nar- 
rowly escaping being shot. There he 
was taken for a "Yankee spy." 
His 


good nature and queer ways triumph- 
ed over. Confederate suspicion, how- 
ever, and he at last had an interview 
with Jeff Davis, to whom he unfolded 
his theory. J. N. was allowed to re- 
turn through 
the 
Hues and came 


north, thinJdng that he had made 
converts of both Lincoln and Davis. 


Before the interstate commerce bill 


became a law, J. N. had passes on 
nearly every railroad in Pennsylvania 
and Ohio, and as he never had any 
money he never paid his hotel bills 


J. N. was a good orator , but he 


could not keep his mind confined to 
any subject very long. He once said: 


-I made a moving 
speech 
last 


night at Circleville. When I began 
the court house was full, and when I 
finished the only men left were the 
janitor and myself." 


Free has a brother, Major W. H 


Free, who was a member of the legis- 
lature, and an officer in the Ohio vol- 
unteers during the civil war. 
J. N. 


had a memory for faces and names 
that \vas remarkable. 


It is stated that Free's mind be- 


came affected while he was a student 
in a Cincinnati law school when a 
young man. His insanity was not the 
violent form, however, and he never 
harmed a soul. He wandered aimless- 
ly over the country, and in every city 
and hamlet the announcement of his 
death will be received with much in- 
terest, and many a person will pause 
to pay a tribtue to him.

of tlie Late Chln*i«<r Kiuln-ror, Fa- 
moon a» a Warrior, StttU'umiin mid 
Artint, Compared by Bnron Speck 
von Sternl»ur«f—How Science IK Ap- 
plied to Work. 
Baron Speck von Sternburg, ambas- 


sador from Germany to tb° United 
States, delivered tbe principal address 
the other day nt the commencement 
exercises of the University of Illinois 
at Urbana, 111., says a dispatch from 
that city. lu tlie course ot h}s address 
he said: 


"The spiritual bonds between our 


two nations, especially during tin- last 
thirty years, have been a powerful fac- 
tor. 
Tbe increase in tbe number of 


men of university training ia the Unit- 
ed States and in Germany during this 
period has been pointed out as one of 
the most remarkable facts of our epoch. 


"Higher education has adjusted itself 


to the needs of our modern life, and 
the demand for university education is 
more earnest in both countries than 
anywhere else and bas become far 
more general. Our people at large have 
awakened to the one thing needed for 
national success—the growth of a truly 
scientific 'spirit in the conduct of af- 
fairs, from the smallest industry to 
the administration of tbe state itself. 


"In Germany the scientific spirit has 


penetrated into every branch ol busi- 
ness, into every factory. Empirical sys- 
tems, which have not adapted them- 
selves to the changes, have one by one 
gone to tbe wall. It lias become a fre- 
quent saying that the German univer- 
sity professor is the father of modern 
German industry- This is true to the 
word. He has harnessed science to 
industry and has brought Teuton en- 
ergy, enterprise and perseverance to 
its fullest development. 


"Emperor Kang Hi of China issued 


a treatise which his grateful people 
named the 'Holy Edict.' Kang Hi was 
the second emperor of the present dy- 
nasty, the Chings, which overthrew the 
corrupt and degenerated Mings. He.

United and immediate action to pro- 


tect all nations from anarchists and to 
rid all governments of their attacks 
should be taken as tbe direct result of 
the recent bomb throwing in Madrid is 
the belief of Dr. Walker Kernpster of 
Milwaukee, who thinks the adoption of 
some practical plan to root out an- 
archy in the United, States and in Eu- 
ropean countries is one of the most 
urgent needs of the present time, says 
a special dispatch" from Milwaukee to 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. Dr. Kernp- 
ster has given much thought to tlie 
subject, and he has a plan which he be- 
lieves would prove entirely practicable 
and effective. 


According to this plan, tbe secretary 


of state of the United States should 
immediately demand the appointment 
of a commissioner to meet with com- 
missioners to be appointed by other 
nations, such as England, France and 
Germany. The co-operation of all na- 
tions whose safety is threatened by the 
presence of anarchists should be asked, 
and at a meeting of the international 
commission steps should be taken for 
the purchase of an island to which all 
anarchists from all nations should be 
banished. This island, Dr. Kempster 
believes, should be located in a healthy, 
pleasant location, with conditions fa- 
vorable to the support of human life. 
An international guard should be 
maintained to see that the anarchists 
thus banished do not escape, do not 
send out any of their anarchistic ideas 
to the outside world and So not receive 
help from the outside. 


The plan is substantially the same as 


the one which the Wisconsin com- 
mande"ry of the Loyal Legion, at the 
suggestion of Dr. Kempster, recom- 
mended for adoption at the time of 
President McKinley's assassination. 
Although nothing was said publicly 
about the plan, it was submitted to 
other commanderies of the Loyal Le- 
gion, and almost without exception 
they indorsed It and sent petitions to 
congress asking that the. necessary ac- 
tion for the calling of such an interna- 
tional commission be taken. The plan 
was submitted to Senator Spooner and 
is said to have received his approval. 


"This fiendish outbreak in Madrid 


ought to be taken by people the world 
over as a call to action," says Dr. 
Kempster. "When President McKinley 
wasassassinatedresolutions by the hun- 
dreds were passed. Every one passed 
resolutions against the anarchists, and 
feeling was at fever heat. Within two 
weeks after his death the whole thing 
was forgotten. At that time I suggest- 
ed the plan of having an international 
island, to which anarchists should be 
banished, to our Loyal Legion. Other 
members agreed with me that the plan 
was entirely feasible and would prove 
a practical solution of tbe problem con- 
fronting us. We sent the plan to other 
commanderies, and a large number of 
them joined us in sending a petition to 
congress, submitting the plan and ask- 
ing action on it Previously I had sub- 
mitted the, plan to Senator Spooner, 
and he had given it his indorsement. 


"All those petitions were shelved.

The feeling aroused against the an- 
archists died out in a few days, but an- 
archy has been going on, growing bold- 
er and bolder. A few days ago we 
were shocked at the boinb throwing in 
Spain, and immediately following it 
two of the leading anarchists in this 
country came into Milwaukee and 
preached their dangerous doctrines ab- 
solutely undisturbed. The anarchists are 
allowed to go on plotting murder—for 
anarchists are murderers per se—while 
we stand silently by. 


"We have reasonable evidence that 


there is an anarchistic plot against 
President Roosevelt. We know there 
was one against President McKlnley, 
who "was shot down by a disciple of 
this same Emma Goldman -who comes 
to Milwaukee openly and boldly, yet 
we take no steps to check the growing 
danger. 


"When the police cleaned out that 


hotbed of anarchy in New Jersey, what 
was done? The members of the band 
were scattered and sent out to spread 
their dangerous doctrine in other parts 
of the country. Some of them came to 
Wisconsin, and some went to other 
states. Unless somethinc is done to 
check the growth of anarchy vre shall 
see a return to lynch law. It would 
not have taken much to have inflamed 
citizens with the lynching spirit at the 
time of President McKinley's assassi- 
nation. 
"The adoption of some practical plan, 


then, 3s necessary, rnfortnnately we 
do not bane for anarchy. There can 
be no possible objection, however, to 
puttinc them all on an island togctlier 
and let there work ont their o-.vn sal- 
vation or destruction. I am convinced 
that the plan 5" a practical one.

Am- 
erican elm, which generally shows z 
tendency to fork away into a iiumbei 
of equally balanced stems, ten to fif- 
teen feet from the base, is ext-n-eme'.y 
liable to have some of those large 
main limbs blown down or sn-.ashed 
in violent summer storms.

observation will show any one in any 
locality, that the latter kind of foik- 
ed trees always suffer more «r less 
from injury.

When trees 
are planted too close they cannot de- 
velop their full beauty. 


Many of the trees on our streets 


need trimming up so that a carriage 
may pass underneath. 
Indeed, there 


ire quite a few instances of branches 
being allowed to droop so low that 
ilipy interfere with pedestrians. 


See that your boy does not cut or

Argument Reached by the Conferees 


on the Pure Food Measure—Look 
Canal Accepted by Both Branches. 
Senator Bailey Repliet to Magazine 
Attack. 


Washington, June 28.—The pure 


food hill was agreed upon by the con- 
ferees for the senate- and house and 
was reported to the senate. 


The house hill was taken as a basis 


of agreement, and into this were 
grafted many of the important sections 
of the senate measure which had been 
given great attention by Senators Mc- 
Cumber and Heyburn, extending over 
three sessions of congress. With the 
exception of two 
sections, the bills 


were not materially different. Two pro- 
visions of the house bill were elimi- 
nated entirely. 
They were the sec- 


tions which authorized the secretary 
of agriculture to fix the standards of 
the various articles of food as to the 
wholesomeness or unwholesomeness of 
the various preservatives, and which 
would compel the person selling drugs 
or articles of food to furnish samples 
of such product for the purposes o£ 
analysis. The bill as agreed upon 
mates it a misdemeanor for anaperson 
to manufacture, sell or offer lor sale 
any article of food, drugs, medicines 
or liquors which is adulterated or mis- 
branded or which contains any poison- 
ous or deleterious substance. 
It pre- 


scribes for each offense a fine not to 
exceed ?500, one year's imprisonment 
or both, within the descrimination of 
the court, and for each subsequent of- 
fense a fine of not less than $1,000, or 
one year's imprisonment. 
L 


The day's business of the senate in- 


cluded an announcement by Senator 
Proctor, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on. agriculture, of a deadlock in 
conference on the meat inspeation pro- 
vision of the agricultural appropriation 
bill; a reply by Senator Bailey to the 
recent attack upon, him in the Cosmo- 
politan magazine; the passage of the 
naturalization bill; the continuance of 
Senator LaFollette's effort to pass his 
bill limiting the hours of service on 
railroad trains; the acceptance of an 
almost complete report on the sundry 
civil appropriation bill and a speech 
by Senator Warren in support of his 
resolution relative to the live stock 
industry. 


In his statement concerning the 


meat inspection Mr. Proctor said that 
the house conferees had refused all ef- 
forts at compromise and had refused to 
join in a report. The announcement 
was generally received as indicating 
a deadlock, but hope was expressed 
that cooler -counsel might prevail. 


Senator Bailey denied all the alle- 


gations of the Cosmopolitan, magazine 
article attacking himself, and holding 
W. R. Hearst responsible for the at- 
tack, said that in all the six political 
campaigns made by himself he had 
not spent as much money as Mr. 
Hearst had spent in one ward in his 
recent race for mayor in New York. 


House Proceedings. 


Washington, June 28.—The general 


deficiency 
bill, the last of the 
big 


money measures, passed the house 
with few changes in the text of the 
bill. Several items were inserted due 
to late information of deficiencies in 
the departments, the net increase be- 
ing about $600,000 over the bill as re- 
ported from the committee on appro- 
priations. 
Among the important ac- 


tions of the house were the passage of 
the senate bill providing for a lock 
type of canal and the adoption of the 
item in the general deficiency bill rati- 
fying and legalizing 
the duties col- 


lected during President McKinley's 
term from imports 
from the Philip- 


pines. It looked as if the Democrats 
would lin« up solidly against the 
amendment, which was put back in 
the bill under a rule, but under the 
lead of Mr James. Kentucky, the ojir 
position melted away and few Demo- 
cratic votes were cast against it on 
its final passage.

Gay street, was shocked by a brilliant 
display which struck the earth near 
the Bope home. 


The South Third street school build- 


ing was damaged to the extent of 
probably ?100. A terrific bolt lander 
squarely against the west side of thf 
bell tower, tearing the 
entire 
side 


a-way in splinters. 'Slate and brick' 
flew through the air as the roof waf 
ploughed up by lightning. Fortunate- 
ly no blaze was started. 
Mr. J. R 


Ashbrook, the South Third street gro- 
cer, was standing in the door of hif 
place of business opposite the school 
building when it was struck. He was 
stunned and for some time noticed th» 
effect of the shock. 


In North Newark, just beyond th<- 


corporation line, a horse which wa° 
standing under the shelter of a rud' 
shed, was knocked to the ground b> 
the force of a forked tonsue of elec- 
tricity which struck^ a nearby tree 
splitting it almost "completely in two 
The animal lay on the ground for ?
